REPORT OF THE SECOND COMMITTEE. 


No. 1. Isa letter from Dr. Bachman, Rev. Mr. Medtart, Dr. P. F. 
Mayer, and Dr. C. R. Demme, in which they inform the Synod, that 
the church of Mr. Jones has been transferred to certain trustees, for the 
use of a Lutheran congregation. 

No. 2. Is a written transfer of the church property of St. Paul's 
church from Jehu Jones and his wife, to Messrs. Joseph Deaver, Mar- 
tin Buehler and Christian Schrack. 

No. 3. Contains an exhibition of al! the debts of St. Paul’s church. 

No. 4. Are receipts for money already paid upon said chirch pro- 
perty. 

* ‘The gentlemen mentioned in No. 1. are of opinion, that the property 
has been transferred upon equitable terms, and express the hope, that 
this body and the church in general, will participate in liquidating the 
debts, and placing this congregation in a favourable condition. Your 
committee would remind you, that the Synod should immediately enter 
into such measures upon this matter, as they may consider necessary.

Is a letter from our late Missionary Mr. Kohler, in which he 
expresses a desire that the Synod grant him sixty copies of their minutes, 
for the purpose of sending them to certain persons in the West, who 
are anxious to receive them. 

No. 3. A letter from Pastor Scheurer with an excuse for his ab- 
sence. He gives as the reason, his great distance and the heavy ex- 

; he wishes moreover, although he does not reside within the 
limits of this Synod, still to continue a member of the same. 


No. 4. A letter from the congregation in Milton, in which they tes- 
tify, that by the Divine blessing upon the labours of their Pastor Mr. 
Stasver, they are at present in a flourishing condition, and pray the 
Synod to admit their minister to ordination. 

No. 5. A good testimonial for Mr. Scholl, from the Ev. Luth. Con- 
gregation in Germantown.

Kurtz: 


1. That the publication of such a paper, is loudly and emphatically 
demanded by the wants of our church. 
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2. That a paper common to the interests both of the Reformed and 
Lutheran churches, and sustained by both, is highly desirable. 

3. That according to the opinion of the committee, it is of 
importance that the several Synods of our church unite in this under. 


taking, for the purpose of making it as much as possible a genera] 
church-paper. 


Therefore the committee move the adoption of the following plan. 

1. That a committee be appointed to bring about the publication of 
a religious paper immediately, and to correspond with authorized persons 
of the Reformed Church, respecting a union in the publication of a 
church-paper. 

2. That it be the duty of this committee to correspond with the 


officers of the different Sister-Synods, and to ask their aid and assistance 
in the prosecution of this work. 


3. That the Synod advance the sum of —-—— dollars to prosecute 
this undertaking; which money shall be regarded as a loan without 
interest, and refunded, whenever the profits arising from the paper will 


permit. 
4. That said committee advance forthwith to the execution of this

It is true, upon some points the opinions of 
the Brethren have been various; but in respect of love, and zeal, to 
advance the*cause of our Master in obedience to the convictions of con.

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Report of the Society of the Pennsylvania Synod, for 
the propagation of the Gospel, from the Minutes of 
its annual meeting. held in Philadelphia in the year 
1838. 


The members of this society met in St. Michael’s Church to transact 
their business, on ‘Tuesday, June 12, at 5 o’clock P. M. 


The President Pastor Batis opened with prayer, and announced to 
the Society, that the period of its present officers had expired, and that 
an election for new officers must be held. After this duty was attended 
to, it appeared that the following persons were re-elected, viz.

Hecht—Vice President. 
C. Miller—Secretary. 


The executive Committee reported, that during the past year, they 
had appointed the Rev. Daniel Kohler Itinerant preacher, to traverse 
the States of Indiana, Illinois and Missouri, and to labour with all his 
within those limits, from the end of last September until the 
present meeting of the Synod ; that Mr. Kohler is now amongst us, pre- 
pared to furnish a report of his journey and labours. 


Resolved: that Mr. Kohler present his report at the anniversary 
meeting this evening. 
The Executive Committee for the ensuing year was now chosen, viz.

In the evening the Society assembled again in the church, for the 
purpose of being aroused and cheered and strengthened in this work, 
so acceptable with God. After an exciting hymn had been sung, and 
prayer offered up, the assembly attended with much pleasure : first, to 
the reading of a report, setting forth the rise and progress of a Mis- 
sionary Society, established in this congregation, presented by Mr. 
Schmauck, Schoolmaster; then, to some information, respecting the 
blessings which had already crowned the labours of this Society, im- 
parted by Mr. Baker, Chairman of the Executive Committe e ; after- 
wards, to the interesting report which Mr. Kohler gave, of hiS journey 
and pastoral labours; and lastly, to the earnest and fraternal advice of 
Mr. Weyl, not to forget the brethren who are yet sitting in darkness ; 
but to hasten to their rescue with all that lies in our power. 


Closed with prayer. 
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Wednesday Morning the Society met once more, and afterwards 
closed with prayer.

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The report of the Committee of Investigation, appoint- 

ed at the last meeting of the Ministerium, came to 

hand June 28, 1838, and according to resolution No. 
8, is here introduced. 


The Committee appointed to investigate the charge of Rev. Frederick 
Waage, against Jacob Miller, assembled at the house of Peter Heist in 
New Goschenhoppen, on Wednesday, June 27, 1838, and in conse- 
quence of the absence of Pastor Ulrich, elected Pastor Kemmerer to 
take his place. ‘hey endeavoured to perform the duties for which 
they were appointed ; and after a careful examination of the respective 
witnesses, and the explanation given by Mr. Waage, felt constrained to 
come to the following decision. 


1. That this accusation can be established in no way or manner 
whatever, and, that we believe our brother Jacob Miller, to have been 
wrongfully assailed by Mr. Waage. 


2. That we look upon this report, as a base calumniation from be- 
ginning to end, not deserving the least confidence whatever. 


3. That we sympathize with unfeigned sorrow, for the wound felt 
by our worthy and highly esteemed brother, and although we cannot 
regard Mr. Waage as the originator of this report, nevertheless, we 
deeply lament, that Mr. Waage could ever have forgotten himself so 
far, as to have participated in its propagation. 


4. That it indicated great deficiency of love and Christian charity 
on the part of Mr. Waage, to have been ready in believing this report, 
and assisting to give it currency; especially, since he could with so 
much ease, have satisfied himself of its unfounded nature, and imagined 
how painful it would be, to have his own character slandered, in such 
a vulgar and infamous manner; moreover, that we should sooner have 
expected that Mr. Waage would have arisen as the defender of his 
brother, and therefore, by having pursued an opposite course, he merits 
a just censure. 


5. That in our opinion, Mr. Waage owes Mr. Jacob Miller a written 
apology, in which he shall declare, that he is now himself fully con- 
vineed of the utter falsity of this charge. ‘ 


6. That the President of the Synod also direct a letter to Mr. Waage, 
in which he shall call his particular attention to the unkind and un- 
charitable feelings displayed throughout his entire conduct in the pro- 
pagation of this report, and earnestly advise him, by all means to 
endeavour for the future, to escape from the dominion of his ruling 
passion, envy ; and in general, to walk more circumspectly than he has 
done hitherto. 


7. That we advise Mr. Waage in the most fraternal manner, to re- 
linquish his present congregations within-the space of one year, since, 
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as we believe, this j is the only plan by which peace can be rest
